Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  leave  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  Township,  during  the  year  1906,  and  in  doing  so 
beg  to  express  the  hope  that  the  general  Survey  may  be  considered 
not  unsatisfactory,  and  that  the  various  suggestions  made  in  the 
report  may  meet  with  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  Council. 


Population. — The  first  thing  to  do  in  order  to  obtain  the 
various  statistics  required  both  by  the  Council,  and  the  Central 
Authorities,  is  to  arrive  as  near  as  possible  at  the  number  of 
inhabitants.  This  is  a  rather  difficult  matter  as  there  are  many 
new-comers  in  the  place,  many  leave  the  locality  and  then  their 
is  the  question  of  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  and  several 
other  matters  to  be  taken  into  consideration  as  well,  but  taking  all 
these  circumstances  into  consideration  there  appears  to  be  an  in¬ 
crease  of  176  persons  during  the  year,  making  the  total  population 
5876  which  is  apportioned  as  follows  : —

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Births.  , — During  the  }7ear  197  births  took  place  in  the  Town¬ 
ship,  of  which  number  95  were  bo}7s  and  102  were  girls.  Five 
of  the  total  number  were  of  illegitimate  birth.  Birth  rate  35  per 
thousand. 

Deaths.  — 84  deaths  were  registered  in  all,  62  in  Wednes- 
field  (central);  11  at  Wood  End;  10  at  March  End;  and  1  at  the 
Scotlands.  One  death  each  resulted  from  Enteric  Fever,  Accident, 
and  Pertussis;  2  from  Diphtheria^  from  Phthisis,  4  from  Bronchitis, 

5  from  Diarrhoea,  Enteritis,  and  General  Tubercular  Diseases; 

6  each  from  Pneumonia,  and  Senile  Decay;  7  from  Premature 

Birth;  9  from  Heart  Disease;  and  29  from  all  other  causes..  36 
died  under  one  year  old;  10  between  the  age  of  1  any  5  years;  3 
between  5  and  15  years;  18  between  25  and  60;  and  14  from  65 
upwards.  Eight  Inquests  were  held  b}7  the  Coroner,  and  verdicts 
returned  as  follows: — Natural  Causes  2,  Drowned  2,  Suicide  1, 
Over-lying  1,  Accidents  2.  There  were  three  deaths  of 

illegitimate  children,  and  two  deaths  took  place  in  the  General 
Hospital,  Wolverhampton.  A  good  number  attained  considerable 
longevity,  9  died  between  the  ages  of  72  and  79  ;  and  five  bet¬ 
ween  the  advanced  ages  of  80  and  84  years.  Death  rate  for  the 
year  14-3. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  most  unsatisfactory  circumstance 
in  connection  with  the  health  of  the  Township  is  the  most  unfort¬ 
unate  waste  of  Infant  life,  which  from  year  to  }7ear  continues. 
The  problem  is  one  which  up  to  the  present  time  has  partiall}7 
baffled  the  efforts  of  the  Sanitarian,  and  will  now  have  to  be  releg¬ 
ated  to  the  Educationalist  for  solution,  unquestionable  the  ad¬ 
verse  factors  effecting  infant  life,  are  the  unhealthy  surroundings, 
heredity,  and  often  the  want  of  care  and  attention  in  the  nursing 
of  sick  children,  and  their  improper  and  sometimes  careless  feed¬ 
ing.  The  Council  at  m37  suggestion  a  year  or  two  ago  had  some 
large  cards  printed,  on  which  were  given  some  simple  and  explicit 
instructions  bearing  on  the  subject  A  card  is  handed  to  each 
person  having  the  custody  of  the  child  at  the  time  of  its 
registration.  From  the  persual  of  the  years’  statistics  there  does 
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not  appear  to  be  any  marked  improvement  in  this  direction  at 
present,  but  better  results  will  assuredly  follow  as  more 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  matter,  and  as  education  progresses. 
During  past  year  36  children  under  one  year  have  succumbed  out 
of  the  total  number  of  84  births,  or  very  nearly  half  of  the  entire 
number.  Of  this  number  8  were  under  the  age  of  1  week  ;  3  died 
between  2  and  3  weeks  ;  8  from  3  to  4  weeks;  4  from  1  to  2 
months;  5  from  2  to  3  months  ;  4  from  3  to  4  months;  and  2  from 
4  to  5  months  ;  2  from  6  to  12  months. 

M  easl©S»  — 111  the  early  part  of  December  I  was  apprised 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Willenhall  District  Council,  that 
there  were  several  children  attending  the  Portobello  Schools, 
from  the  March  End  district,  who  were  suffering  from  Measles. 
I  visited  the  various  homes,  and  found  two  or  three  children 
who  evidently  had  a  mild  attack  of  the  complaint,  to  the  parents 
of  whom  I  gave  instructions  as  to  their  non-attendance  at  School. 

A  few  days  before  the  Xmas  Holidays  I  found  the  disease  had 
spread  to  the  Wood  End,  and  I  received  a  long  list  of  absentees 
from  the  School  Attendance  Officer,  of  children  said  to  be  so 
suffering  from  the  disease,  and  who  were  kept  at  home  on  this 
account.  I  had  a  consultation  with  the  Suveyor  (  Mr.  Cyril 
Dunkley),  and  also  with  the  Clerk  to  the  School  Authorities  as  to 
the  advisability  of  reccommending  the  closing  of  the  schools,  but 
taking  into  consideration  the  nearness  of  the  vacation  1  thought 
it  the  better  plan  to  wait  for  the  re-assembling  of  the  scholars  in 
order  to  see  if  there  was  any  diminution  in  the  number  of  children 
affected.  I  found  unfortunatle}7  this  was  not  the  case,  but  there 
were  some  58  children  absent  mostly  from  this  cause.  I  visited 
the  Schools  and  found  few  children  present,  most  of  whom 
looked  pale,  and  evidently  suffering  from  ill-health,  several  had 
come  from  houses  in  which  other  children  were  suffering  from 
the  complaint.  In  these  circumstances  I  considered  it  my  dnty 
to  recomend  the  Council  to  close  the  Schools  for  the  period  of  one 
month  from  January  9th.  I  submitted  a  Certificate  setting  forth 
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the  conditions  mentioned  above,  and  the  Council  acted  upon  the 
suggestion  I  made,  which  it  is  hoped  will  have  a  good  result.

Scarlatina. — This  complaint  has  been  rife  in  the  Town¬ 
ship  during  the  past  year,  but  fortunately  no  death  has  resulted 
from  this  cause.  Thirty  three  cases  have  been  notified  during 
the  year  24  in  Wednesfield  (Central);  7  at  Wood  End  ;  and  2  at 
March  End.  As  pointed  out  in  my  last  Annual  Report  it  is  very 
unsatisfactory  to  attempt  to  isolate  such  cases  at  the  various 
homes  of  the  patients,  and  I  would  again  respectfully  urge  on  the 
Council  the  desirability  of  providing  a  proper  place  of  isolation 
for  such.  It  is  very  probable  that  the  epidemic  might  have 
been  stayed  had  we  been  so  fortunate  as  to  posses  such  a  place 
ready  for  the  reception  of  the  first,  case  which  occoured.  One 
case  took  place  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  but  it  was  removed  to  the 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  on  the  same  day  it  was  discovered, 
and  no  furthur  case  has  occured  there.  This  fact  I  think  speaks 
eloquently  as  to  the  good  results  of  immediate  isolation  in  a  in¬ 
stitution  provided  for  the  purpose 


Enteric  Fever. — A  case  of  Enteric,  Fever  which  most  un¬ 
fortunately  had  a  fatal  termination,  was  notified  to  me  on  Nov. 
22nd,  in  High  Street,  both  myself  and  the  Surveyor  made  an  in¬ 
spection  of  the  place,  and  some  obvious  nuisances  found,  but

disease,  which  was  most  probably  contracted 
back-yard  was  cleansed,  the  ash-pits  emptied, 
flushed,  the  house  itself  being  disinfected.

Diphtheria. -Three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  of 
which  two  unfortunately  had  a  fatal  termination.  In  one  case 
the  Anti-Diphtheratic  Serum  supplied  b}’  the  Council  had  a 
marvellous  result  the  child  being  almost  out  of  danger  on  the 
day  following  its  use. 
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Bubonic  Plague  „ — On  Nov.  26th,  I  received  a  letter 
from  Dr.  Hy.  Malet,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Borough,  notifiying  the  fact  that  a  case  of  this  disease  had  occured 
on  a  Transport  Ship,  which  had  landed  its  complement  of  soldiers 
at  an  English  Port,  among  them  being  Private  Bowyer,  whose  home 
is  at  Wood  End,  I  visited  the  house  where  he  was  staying  at 
and  satisfied  myself  as  to  his  condition,  and  found  there  was 
no  cause  for  alarm. 

Phthisis,  in  connection  with  Factories  and 
Workshops. — The  number  of  fatal  cases  of  this  disease  is 
three,  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  the  only  difference, 
being  that  this  }?ear  one  of  the  cases  was  that  of  a  woman 
of  middle  age. 

The  fact  that  women  are  less  seldom  affected  than  men,  seems 
to  point  to  something  different  in  the  environment  of  the  two  sexes 
and  I  consider  this  disparty  is  on  account  of  the  men  being 
generally  employed  in  dusty,  often  dirty,  and  ill-ventilated  work¬ 
shops,  and  it  especially  appears  to  be  more  prevalent  -to  those 
workmen  who  have  to  bend  over  their  work,  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  cramp  the  chest,  and  induce  round  shoulders.  I  must  say 
however  that  the  physique  of  the  workmen  in  Wednesfield,  has 
very  considerably  improved  during  the  last  few  years,  and  that 
there  are  fewer  now  to  be  seen  of  such  diminiture  stature,  and 
impaired  developement  as  was  formerly  the  case. 

This  good  result  appears  to  be  attributable  to  the  change  in 
the  condition  of  the  employed,  more  fresh  air,  and  greater  indul¬ 
gence  in  out-door  sports,  fewer  hours  of  labour,  and  better  food, 
and  attention  to  the  laws  of  health. 

In  several  workshops  I  have  inspected,  I  have  found  a  thick 
carpet  of  dust  on  the  floor,  and  this  apparently  trival  circum¬ 
stance,  I  consider  to  be  prejudicial,  not  to  say  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  those  working  upon  it,  for  independent  of  the  metallic 
particles  among  it  which  are  constantly  being  stirred  up  by  the  feet 
of  the  workmen  and  drawn  into  the  lungs  by  the  process  in  the 
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inhalation,  there  is  the  still  more  dangerous  fact  that  the  dust  is 
often  used  as  a  receptacle  for  the  “  Sputum,”  of  those  who  are 
troubled  with  a  cough,  which  may  be  due  to  Pithisis,  this  expect¬ 
oration  is  dried  up  on  the  floor,  trampled  upon  and  dissemenated 
through  the  air,  and  inhaled,  and  is  exceedingly  likely  to  set  up 
the  same  complaint  in  those  who  are  in  the  least  pre-disposed  to 
it.  I  would  recommend  the  Council  to  have  some  placards 
printed,  to  call  public  attention  to  the  objectionable  and  danger¬ 
ous  habit  of  expectoration  in  public  places,  and  in  workshops,  and 
the  Council  would  in  my  opinion  do  well  to  insist  that  the  latter 
should  be  paved  and  well  ventilated  in  order  to  carry  of  the  dust 
arising  in  the  various  process  of  Manufacture. 

The  Surveyor  has  inspected  a  number  of  workshops  during 
the  }7ear,  and  has  found  the  majority  of  them  to  be  badly  lighted 
and  ill-ventilated,  and  unpaved. 

Notifications.— Forty  nortifications  were  received  during 
the  year,  and  were  as  follows: — Scarletina  33;  Diphtheria  3; 
Erysipelas  3  ;  Enteric  Fever  1  ;  Total  40.  24  cases  of  Scarlet 

Fever  were  reported  from  Wednesfield  (proper),  7  from  Wood 
End,  and  2  from  March  End.  There  were  two  cases  of  Diph¬ 
theria  at  March  End,  and  one  at  Wednesfield.  Erysipelas  two 
in  Wednesfield,  and  one  at  Wood  End,  and  one  case  of  Enteric 
Fever  in  High  Street,  not  far  from  the  Church. 

No  notification  was  received  from  the  Scotlands,  which  is  b}7

far  the  healthiest  portion  of  the  Township. 

The  Zymotic  rate  for  the  whole  district  is  6  8. 

Unwholesome  Meat.— Two  cases  of  this  description, 
both  coming  from  the  same  place,  were  adjudicated  upon  by  the 
Magistrates,  and  in  the  one  a  conviction  was  secure. 

In  consequence  of  the  insanitary  condition  of  the  slaughter¬ 
house,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  poor  and  diseased  meat  is  sent 
from  thence,  I  would  strongly  re-commend  the  Council  to  take 
steps  to  cancel  the  licence. 
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Bonny  Style  Buildings.— The  conditions  of  things 
existing  here,  has  been  from  time  to  time  before  the  Council  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  nuisances  were  complained  of  by  the  residents  in 
the  localitjq  from  dumb  wells,  used  as  a  receptacle  for  the 
sewage  matter,  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  a  deep  sewer  to 
carry  off  the  same. 

At  the  request  of  the  Council,  I  made  a  special  inspection  of 
the  property,  and  sent  a  report  to  the  Local  Government,  on 
the  subject. 

On  Nov.  27th,  last,  Dr.  Geo.  Reid,  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  County,  came  over  and  made  an  inspection  of  the  place, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Surveyor,  and  myself.  We  pointed  out 
the  isolated  character  of  the  locality,  and  the  difficulty  and  ex¬ 
pence  which  would  attend  the  sewage  of  the  neighbourhood, 
which  consists  of  about  20  houses  only.  The  nearest  drain  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Council,  is  in  the  Vicarage  Road,  but  this  cannot 
be  utilised  on  account  of  the  levels.  The  next  nearest  is  near 
the  Pheasant  Inn,  Wood  End,  about  half-a-mile  away.  To  carry 
the  sewerage  so  far  would  be  an  expensive  matter,  in  order  to 
provide  suitable  drainage  for  such  a  small  proportion  of  inhabit¬ 
ants  in  this  out-lying  country  place. 


The  usual  Satistical  Tables  will  be  found  appended  hereto,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  both  the  Local  Goverment  Board,  and  the  County  Council. 

In  conclusion  i  beg  to  be  allowed  to  congratulate  the 
Council  on  the  continued  growth  of  the  Township,  and  on  its 
increasing  prosperity.

Lighting.  —  A  good  number  of  fresh  lamps  have  been  added 
during  the  year,  about  ten  having  been  supplied  during  the  last 
two  months  of  the  year. 

Water  Supply. — a  few  extra  houses  have  been  supplied 
practically  all  the  houses  in  the  central  part  of  the  Township,  are 
now  supplied  with  Tap  Water. 

New  Roads. — The  road  between  Amos  Lane  and  the 
Castle  Inn  Wood  End,  has  been  entirely  re-made.  Neachill  Lane 
has  been  made  from  near  the  end  of  Hart  Road,  to  the  Willen- 
hall  Road. 

About  one-third  of  Black  Halve  Lane  has  been  entirely  re¬ 
made,  and  10  or  12  inches  of  metalling  laid  on. 

New  Houses. — 44  new  houses  have  been  erected,  during 
the  year,  which  are  distributed  as  follows: — Wednesfield  central 
22;  Wood  End  2;  March  End  8;  The  Scotlands  12;  Total  44. 

Sewage. — In  order  to  deal  with  the  water-logged  condition 
of  the  land  at  the  sewage-farm  it  has  been  found  neccesary  to  do 
a  considerable  amount  of  under-drainage.  Though  the  work  is 
not  yet  completed,  a  great  improvement  has  been  brought  about 
both  in  the  state  of  the  land  and  also  in  the  quality  of  the 
effluent  produced.
